THE APPLETON NEW DEPARTURE. 


THE new departure in book-trade methods 
announced by D. Appleton & Company may 
indeed, as they say, “be considered revolu- 
tionary in its probable effect upon the book 
trade.” The plan is to apply the subscrip- 
tion method of payment by instalment to 
the entire Appleton list, now comprising 
nearly 4000 titles, covering, as they rightly 
say, almost “the whole domain of literature.” 

We have often suggested that the enter- 
prising methods of the subscription trade, 
so far as they are sound and legitimate, 
should be utilized by retail booksellers in 
pushing books among their local constituents 
—particularly that they should seek the cus- 
tomer as well as expect the customer to seek 
them. The instalment plan, which has been 
almost “done to death” in recent years, has 
both strong points and weaknesses. Its 
strong points are that it appeals to a great 
body of people who have saved little capital 
but who are earning sufficient money to ap- 
ply a little each week or each month to such 
things as books, and if they can be induced 
to buy books instead of less desirable arti- 
cles, so much the better. The weaknesses 
are that it induces a good many people to 
make undertakings really beyond their means, 
that goods on the instalment plan cost the 
buyer in the long run an increased price, 
and that an enormous amount of capital is 
needed to cover the investment necessary 
on the modern plan of delivering the arti- 
cles on payment of the first instalment. It 
was this extraordinary investment demand, 
in their large success with the subscription 





business, without the provision of corre- 
spondingly increased capital, that caused the 
Appleton difficulties last year; the present 
experiment is probably meant to take advan- 
tage of that success and of the increase of 
active capital which has come to the house 
with its reorganization, which last is un- 
derstood to furnish adequate safeguard for 
this method of sale. 

The first impression of the retail trade, as 
the announcement was made in the daily press 
and in the last issue of THE PuBLISHERs’ 
WEEKLY, was perhaps a fear that, just as a 
period of reform is about to dawn the en- 
couragement which the publishers’ plan had 
inspired would be in part balanced by the 
discouragement that so important a list as 
the Appletons’ should be placed in the hands 
of the peripatetic subscription agents who are 
the rival of the local book dealer, and to that 
extent diverted from the regular trade. We 
are glad, on the contrary, to be able to state 
on the authority of Messrs. Appleton that 
the house is prepared to extend to retail book- 
sellers the opportunity for this utilization of 
capital, by accepting them as local agents, and 
receiving subscriptions through them. The 
Messrs. Appleton will later on make an- 
nouncement in detail of the conditions under 
which this new system may be utilized by 
the retail trade. This plan may work out 
to the double advantage of the publishers 
and of the retail trade. The retailer, with 
his knowledge of his local public, would 
be less likely than the peripatetic agent 
to submit to the publishing house names 
of would-be buyers who could not stand the 
investigation into their credit which should 
be made before such orders are accepted, 
while the bookseller can be of service to the 
buyer in giving him trained advice as to his 
selection, while reaping an adequate profit for 
himself. Of course orders for books on the 
instalment plan must be at the full list prices, 
to cover the extension of time and other ex- 
penses of this method. If local dealers will 
take advantage of the offer of Messrs. Apple- 
ton,*on old books, in addition to making the 
best of the publishers’ plan for new books, 
the retailers may find a solution of the 
difficulties which have hitherto faced them 
on both sides of the book business. How 
far this example may be followed by other 
houses will be a very important question 
to the retail trade, which will doubtless be 
much influenced in its endeavors to keep 
well stocked with standard lines by the sup- 
port received from their publishers in mar- 
keting them. 
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THosE booksellers who have not become 
members of the American Booksellers’ Asso- 
ciation are reminded that they may become 
charter members by joining before May 1, 
the date also at which the publishers’ plan as 
to net prices on copyright books is to go into 
efiect. As a recent circular letter of the 
Bcoksellers’ Association, which we reprint in 
part elsewhere, points out, the increase of 
charter members will therefore be the best 
means of assuring success for the publishers’ 
plan. We find among the subscribers to THE 
PuBLISHERS’ WEEKLY many booksellers whose 
names do not yet appear on the rolls of the 
association, and in view of the form in which 
the association has been put by its constitu- 
tion we take cordial pleasure in urging them 
to send in their names as charter members. 





AMERICAN BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIA- 
TION. 


Tue American Booksellers’ Association, 

under date of April 4, has sent out a third 
circular letter inviting those members of the 
retail trade who have not yet sent in their 
names to become members of the organiza- 
tion, of which the following is the essential 
art: 
, “If you and all other booksellers will unite 
with us now, and heartily co-operate with us 
in supporting those prominent publishers who 
are anxious to include all new copyrighted 
books of fiction under the net price system, 
we confidently believe that this end will be 
accomplished soon after the publishers’ agree- 
ment goes into effect. Under such rules as 
have already been adopted and such further 
regulations as we hope soon to have adopted, 
you will be able to control your own legit- 
imate local trade. The large number of book- 
buyers in your vicinity, who should right- 
fully be your customers, will no longer have 
any inducements to send directly to mail- 
order agencies, or to other ‘book-butchers, 
in order to get books at ‘cut prices.’ Then 
your book business will be restored to its 
normal condition. Dealers even in small 
places will no longer be limited to ordering 
ail occasional copv of a popular book, by mail, 
for a special customer; but all dealers will be 
warranted in putting in a fairly good stock of 
books, being assured that they will ultimately 
make as good profit on books as is made by 
other merchants on other similar lines of 
merchandise. 

“All that we seek to accomplish in the 
present reform is to eliminate the unfair com- 
petition from which the trade has long suf- 
fered. It should be an encouragement to you, 
as it is to us, that the leading publishers 
are quite as anxious, as are the booksellers, 
to restore the book trade to a prosperous and 
healthful condition, so that book stores, carry- 
ing a fairly representative stock, will be main- 
tained in every city and town in the country. 
The authors are also desirous of having such 
hook stores maintained in every locality, in 


order that their books may be on exhibition,

where they may be inspected by all readers; 
but especially the reading public have a right 
to demand that the book trade shall be con- 
ducted in such manner that the new books 
of all authors shall be promptly accessible in 
local book stores, where they may be exam- 
ined by prospective purchasers. The pub- 
lishers have come to realize that no dealer 
can longer be expected to carry books in 
stock and on exhibition, if they are to be in- 
spected by customers, who may make their 
selections as a result of such inspection, but 
who, instead of purchasing from the local 
dealer, will send away to a mail-ofder agency, 
or to some ‘book-butcher, where cut prices 
may be obtained, lower than can possibly be 
afforded by the local bookseller. 

“Moreover, by fixing a uniform retail price 
and causing it absolutely to be maintained, 
under an effective penaltv for violation of 
agreement, that useless waste of profits that 
has been caused by unreasonable and unfair 
local competition, will be entirely eliminated. 

“All that is required for the succeessful 
carrying out of our plans is the active and 
hearty co-operation of all dealers. 

“Will you not now unite with us in our 
combined effort with the leading publishers 
to restore your book business to a profitable 
basis? Under healthful conditions you should 
sell five books where you now sell one, and 
you should make as good a profit as is made 
on any other line of merchandise. Under 
these circumstances you will be able to order 
books in such quantities that you can econ- 
omize on the cost of transportation, and 
make this branch of your business both prom- 
inent and profitable.” 


LAWYERS AS AUTHORS. 


“No doubt,” says a New York Sun writer, 
“many a young lawyer has been dissuaded 
from attempting literary work by the familiar 
warning of the professor at his law school, 
to the effect that the law is a jealous mistress; 
yet literature would have lost much if this 
warning had always been heeded. An apt il- 
lustration is furnished by the ‘Orbiter Dicta’ 
of Augustine Birrell, Q.C., of the English bar; 
and going a little further back we may cite 
‘Ten Thousand a Year’ and the other works 
of Samuel Warren. That fiction is still an 
attractive field of endeavor to members of 
the bar is proven by the recent publication 
through G. P, Putnam’s Sons of ‘Maya; a 
story of Yucatan,’ from the pen of William 
Dudley Foulke, the well-known civil service 
reformer. Mr. Foulke came of New York 
Quaker stock, and was graduated ta Colum- 
bia College in 1869 at the head of his class. 
He studied law at the same institution and 
practised his profession here, with excep- 
tional success for so young a man, until his 
marriage in Indiana led him to remove to 
Richmond in that State, where for a time he 
occupied a judicial position. His novel, 
though romantic in spirit, is based upon his 
own observations as a traveller in Yucatan, 
and is instructive as well as entertaining. 

“A lawyer could make up a very interesting 
libtary of non-professional works written’ by 
members of the bar. In such a collection of 
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books Bacon would occupy the first place. 
Scott might be included, as having been a 
member of the bar in Edinburgh, and Robert 
Louis Stevenson, as also a Scottish barrister. 
But if we omitted those authors whose ca- 
reers were distinctively literary, and chose 
only the writers whose main business in 
life was the practice of the law, our li- 
brary might still be one of fair propor- 
tions. Works which immediately suggest 
themselves are the ‘Liberty, Equality and 
Fraternity’ of Sir James Fitzjames Stephen; 
‘Shakespeare’s Legal Acquirements,’ by Lord 
Campbell ; ‘The Law in Shakespeare,’ by Sen- 
ator Cushman K. Davis; {Virgil in English 
Verse’ by Lord Justice Bowen, and Lord Jus- 
tice Fry’s ‘Studies by the Way,’ which ap- 
peared a few weeks ago. Examples might be 
multiplied to the extent of scores and prob- 
ably of hundreds. They serve to show that lit- 
erary ability is not inconsistent with legal 
distinction, in spite of any dictum to the con- 
trary. Robert Grant makes an excellent Pro- 
bate Judge in Massachusetts notwithstanding 


that he is a very successful writer of stories, 


and the law books of Mr. F. J. Stimson com- 
mend themselves to lawyers no less than the 
novels of ‘J. S. of Dale’ commended them- 
selves to the reading public.” 





CURIOUS RECORDS OF ENGLISH 
BOOKS AND AUTHORS. 


“Literary records” says a writer in the St. 
James’s Gazette, “are always interesting. The 
largest circulation of any English work in 
copyright has been attained by ‘Enquire With- 
in for Everything,’ of which a million and a 
quarter copies have been sold. The largest 
circulation of any English novel in copyright 
is that of ‘East Lynne,’ of which the public 
have bought nearly half a million. The ear- 
liest published work still in copyright is Ten- 
nyson’s ‘Poems by Two Brothers,’ which 
dates from 1837. The largest amount ever 
given for serial rights in England is £7000, 
paid by Cornhill for George Eliot’s ‘Romola.’ 
The largest check ever given to an English 
author is £20,000, received by Lord Macaulay 
for his history. The most expensive single 
volume lately issued is Morris’s ‘Chaucer,’ 
published at £20. The thickest single volume 
in print is the ‘Catalogue of Current Litera- 
ture,’ which measures 10% inches across the 
back. The highest price given for a first edi- 
tion is 545 guineas for an uncut copy of the 
Kilmarnock ‘Burns.’ 

“The author who has lived longest after 
the publication of his masterpiece is Philip 
James Bailey, who wrote ‘Festus’ over sixty 
years ago. The largest number of volumes 
in any single series is the Bohn library of 
770 books. The longest life in any dictionary 
of biography is Mr. Sidney Lee’s ‘Life of 
Shakespeare,’ which fills fifty pages of the 
‘Dictionary of National Biography.’ The 
most expensive English scientific work is the 
story of the Challenger voyage, told in fifty 
volumes, costing over £100,000. The most 
voluminous living novelist is Miss Braddon, 
who has published over fifty novels and in- 
numerable stories, and whose pen is said to 
have been worth to her more than £100,000.” 
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WELSH PRINTING AND PUBLISHING. 


UNber the auspices of the Liverpool Welsh 
National Society, Mr. John Ballinger, of Car- 
diff, recently delivered an interesting lecture 
at the Liverpool Royal Institution on “Some 
Welsh Literary Curiosities.” In the course of 
his address Mr. Ballinger, according to the 
British and Colonial Printer, said that the two 
things which most needed attention at the 
present time were (1) a better system of pub- 
lishing books in Wales, and (2) a good his- 
tory of Welsh literature. Anything more 
haphazard than the present method of pub- 
lishing it would be difficult to find. There is 
no system, no registration of titles, the bulk of 
the books are not entered at Stationers’ Hall, 
and therefore enjoy no copyright, and very 
few of them are sent to the British Museum 
and the other libraries entitled to them under 
the Copyright Act. A history of Welsh print- 
ing and publishing would read like a descrip- 
tion of a game of battledore and shuttlecock. 
The earliest Welsh books were printed in 
London, 1546 being the first known date. Then 
came the Roman Catholic Welsh books printed 
abroad. In the seventeenth century Welsh 
printing was practically confined to London, 
but with the dawn of the eighteenth century 
Shrewsbury became the chief centre, and with 
Chester supplied books to North and Mid 
Wales for the greater part of the century. In 
the South, Carmarthenshire took the lead, the 
first printing press in Wales being started at 
Adpar, a suburb of Newcastle Emlyn, a book 
being issued there bearing the date 1718. Two 
or three years later printing was being ac- 
tively carried on at Carmarthen. Bristol and 
Dublin printers were also responsible for some 
Welsh printing in the eighteenth century 
while America was early in the field, a Welsh 
book being printed at Philadelphia in 1721. 
After referring to the press of Lewis Morris at 
Holyhead, and the first Welsh periodical, of 
which only one number appeared, the lecturer 
dealt briefly with the printing press at Tre- 
vecca, established about 1770, which for some 
years was a valuable contributor to the liter- 
ary life of Wales, amongst other productions 
being a Welsh Bible, now known as “Beible 
John Canne.” So far as he had been able to 
collect information, 201 books in Welsh or 
relating to Wales had been published in 1900. 
The books may be roughly arranged as— 
Books in Welsh, printed in Wales, 78; books 
in Welsh, printed elsewhere, 11; English 
books, printed in Wales, 51; books relating to 
Wales, printed elsewhere, 61; total record for 
1900, 201.

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OBITUARY NOTES. 
GEORGE MURRAY SMITH. 


Tue death of George Murray Smith, head 
of the historic publishing house of Smith, 
Elder & Co., was reported by cable on April 
8 The imprint of this firm was associated 
with the great literary names of the Victorian 
period. It appeared on the works of Thack- 
eray, the Brownings, Ruskin, Matthew Ar- 
nold, Anthony Trollope, Mrs. Gaskell, Leigh 
Hunt and George Eliot.’ Mr, Smith was the 
leading spirit of the great house. He began 
the publication of the Cornhill Magazine in 
1860 with Thackeray as editor, and a gen- 
eration later, in 1885, brought out the first 
part of the “Dictionary of National Biog- 
raphy,” that vast undertaking which was 
brought to a close in June of last year. 

A full biographical sketch of Mr. Smith 
and his large, unselfish work for English lit- 
erature will appear in a later issue. 


Dr. WILLIAM J. YouMANS, for many years 
editor of The Popular Science Monthly, died 
at his home in Mount Vernon on Wednesday, 
April 10, aged 63. Dr. Youmans was born 
near Saratoga in 1838. He graduated from 
the New York University in 1865, and then 
went abroad to study under Thomas Huxley. 
Upon his return he practiced medicine for 
three years in Minnesota, and then joined 
his elder brother, Edward Livingston You- 
mans, in establishing the Popular Science 
Monthly for the Appletons in 1872. Since 
the death of his brother, in 1887, Dr. You- 
mans had been sole manager of this period- 
ical until a year ago, when he retired from 
active work. The cause of death was ty- 
phoid fever. 

Fe_tx Gras, the Provengal writer, died at 
Avignon, France, on Monday, March 4, at the 
early age of 56. The discovery of Félix Gras 
was due, so far as the English-speaking world 
is concerned, to Mrs. Thomas A. Janvier, who 
was living in Provence when his work was 
called to her attention. She immediately trans- 
lated the first chapters of “The Reds of the 
Midi,” and sent them on to the Appletons here 
whose literary adviser read them with enthu- 
siasm, and immediately urged h:r to finish the 
translation and send it on for publication. 
The book was successful here and in Eng- 
land, and was followed by translations of 
“The Terror” and “The White Terror,” all 
dealing with the French Revolution and after. 


Francois JuLEs EpMonp Gort, who died in 
Paris on March 20, was one of the most dis- 
tinguished comedians of the Théatre Fran- 
¢ais, during the latter halt of the nineteenth 
century, and for many ycars occupied a po- 
sition in public affection and esteem similar 
to that enjoyed in New York by the late 
John Gilbert. He was born at Lignerolles 
on the 1st of October, 1822, and was educated 
at the Charlemagne College. M. Got was 
professor of elocution at the Conservatoire 
from 1877 to 1894, and was decorated with 
the ribbon of the Legion of Honor in 188r. 
He wrote the librettos of two operas, “Fran- 
gois Villon” and “L’Esclave.” 

Lorin BLopGETT, an eminent statistician an’l 
one of the foremost authorities on the higher 
economics, died in Philadelphia on March 
24. He was seventy-nine years old. He was 


| born in Jamestown, N. Y., and was.a grad- 


uate of the Geneva, now Hobart, College. 
In 1851 he was made an assistant in the 
Smithsonian Institution at Washington, being 
placed in charge of the researches on climat- 
ology. His works on atmospheric physics 
were among the first pyblished in this coun: 
try, and performed an important part in es- 
tablishing the science in the United States. 


Joun Heaton, for many vears trade man- 
ager for George Routledge & Sons, died re- 
cently, aged 83. He was identified with the 
Routledges from 1848 to 1896, when he re- 
tired and occifpied his leisure hours in com- 
piling a very useful set of “Interest Tables.” 
Buckland’s “Ready Reckoners” are also very 
well known. 

CHARLES BUCKLAND, one of the partners of 
the English firm of Henry Sotheran & Co., 
died March 16 from influenza and pneumonia, 
aged 60.

CoLLecTors have long been aware that there 
were seven signatures of John Milton in ex- 
istence. An eighth has now appeared in a 
black-letter copy of the Genevan Version of 
the Bible. 

Mrs. Ciara LouisE BuRNHAM, having re- 
turned from her months of rest and recrea- 
tion in Europe, has written a story entitled 
“Miss Pritchard’s Wedding Trip” (Hough- 
ton, Mifflin & Co.), which goes over a Euro- 
pean tour and contains a very pleasant imag 
inary wedding trip which Miss Pritchard took 
with the daughter of the man whom she had 
expected to marry. 

Last fall Dean Fremantle, one of the 
broadest of English churchmen, delivered a 
course of lectures at Harvard University on 
“Christian Ordinances and Social Progress,” 
and these are now included in a book which 
is so catholic in its appreciation of religious 
ideas that it will be found very interesting 
to a large class of readers. Houghton, Mif- 
flin & Co. are the publishers. 

“Mrs. CuHartotre C. Stopes,” says the 
Athenaeum, “is about to publish a volume en- 
titled ‘Shakespeare’s Family.’ It is written 
on purely genealogical lines, viewing Shake- 
spere’s position rather as a resident in Strat- 
ford-on-Avon and a Warwickshire gentleman 
than as a writer. The author hopes to show 
conclusively that, on the mother’s side, Shak- 
peare was descended from Alfred the Great 
The work will be illustrated by sketches, 
facsimiles, and many pedigrees, and will be 
published by Elliot Stock.” 


Mie, PeLitecHeET, the genial and accom- 
plished bibliographer whose death we an- 
nounced some weeks ago, has not only willed 
to the Bibliothéque Nationale an important 
legacy, but has left to the Académie des In- 
scriptions et Belles-Lettres a round sum of 
300,000 francs, the interest of which is to be 
devoted to the preservation of historical and 
archeological monuments in France and in 
French colonies. The object of the legacy 
appears to be those monuments in which the 
State does not much concern itself, rather 
than those which are-too important for it to 
neglect.

Literary Theatre, edited by W. B. Yeats, 
bound in pasteboard; and two volumes of 
poems, “Shadows and Fireflies,” by Louis 
Barsac; and “Odes,” by Laurence Bunyon. 


THe two hundred librarians of the state of 
New York have been voting on the books of 
the year 1900 best adanted to library use. 
Ernest Seton-Thompson’s “Biography of a 
Grizzly” stands second on the list of fifty se- 
lected from the five hundred voted on, and 
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seven other books published last year by the 
Century Co. are among the approved half hun- 
dred. These are John Morley’s “Oliver Crom- 
well,” Miss Scidmore’s “China: The Long- 
Lived Empire,” Captain Joshua Slocum’s 
“Sailing Alone Around the World,” Maurice 
Thompson’s “My Winter Garden,” Andrew 
Carnegie’s “Gospel of Wealth,” Theodore 
Roosevelt’s “Strenuous Life,” and E. S. 
Brooks’s “Century Book of the American 
Colonies.” 


T. C. & E. C. Jack, of Edinburgh, have 
just ready the first two volumes of the Edin- 
burgh edition of “Walter Scott’s Novels,” to 
be issued in 48 volumes uniform with the 
Edinburgh “Stevenson.” The text is that of 
the last edition revised by the author, and all 
his notes and introductions are given, but no 
nctes by any other hand. The edition is 
printed direct from type on paper of pure rag, 
very light in weight. The portraits of Scott 
and of the characters in the novels have been 
selected by and executed under the direction 
of James L. Caw, curator of the Scottish Na- 
tional Portrait Gallery. The edition is lim- 
ited to 1000 copies, and the first volume in 
each set is signed by the publishers. The 
printing is done by T. & A. Constable.

Charles Wells Moulton, assisted by a corps 
of able contributors, has been working for 
twenty years. This volume covers from 680 
to 1638. Each author is treated chronologi- 
cally, beginning with contemporary criticism 
and ending with some living authority. Un- 
der the head of Geoffrey Chaucer, the first 
articles are by Deschamps and Gower, and 
then follow criticisms by Lounsbury, Court- 
hope, Pollard, Corson, Saintsbury, and Skeat. 
Every criticism is dated and the source from 
which it was taken is stated. Each volume 
will contain an alphabetical table of contents 
and in the last volume copious indexes will 
follow the original text. With few excep- 
tions the quotations have been collated with 
the original text and over 5000 volumes have 
been consulted in compiling this volume. 
The second volume will be ready about June 
first, and the remaining six volumes will fol- 
low at intervals of three months each. 


Houcuton, Mirriun & Co., will publish 
next week a new story by Elizabeth Stuart 
Phelps entitled “The Successors of Mary the 
First,” which tells in a very fresh and hu- 
morous way the experiences (perhaps of the 
author) with sundry and divers servants who 
brought their various kinds of trials and per- 
plexities to the mistress. The story abounds 
in humor and irony, and though it may not 
solve the “servant-girl problem,” it will af- 
ford a good deal of amusement. Mrs. Wig- 
gin’s new book containing “Penelope’s Irish 
Experiences” will find a hearty welcome, 
since it is full of Mrs. Wiggin’s peculiar fun 
and contains a good deal of delightful de- 
scription of the country and of the people. 
Bret Harte’s new book, “Under the Red- 
woods,” is one of the most characteristic vol- 
umes Mr. Harte has recently published, and 
contains besides nine stories an autobiograph- 
ical chapter, which is of very great interest. 
Perhaps the most important announcement is 
that of an entirely new edition, called the 
Cambridge edition of the “Complete Works 
of Lord Macaulay,” which gives the “History 
of England” in five volumes, “Essays, Criti- 
cal and Historical,” in three, and “Miscel- 
lanies” in two. Each of these grouns has in 
its last volume a full index. Henrv D. Sedg- 
wick, jr., of New York, contributes a gen- 
eral introduction and editorial notes to the 
several divisions of the books. Great care 
has been taken to make the edition as ac- 
curate and complete as possible, and the vol- 
umes are printed and.bound in a style which 
will make them very desirable for libraries. 


BIBLIOGRAPHICAL NOTES. 


A PUBLISHER of Budapest will issue shortly 
a Hungarian bibliography covering the period 
between 1886 and 1900, entitled “Bibliographia 
Hungroise.” The work will include the 
books, maps, and periodicals that have ap- 
peared in Hungary during the period cov- 
ered, also the publications of universities and 
scientific societies not handled by the trade. 
The work will be by title and subject catch- 
words according to the plan of the Congrés 
des Editeurs et Brussels in June 1897. 


Orro MuHLBRECHT has compiled and Pott- 
kammer Miilbrecht, of Berlin, has published 
the bibliography of law for 1900 under 
the title “Uebersicht des Gesammten Staats 
und Rechtswissenschaftlichen Litteratur des 
Jahres, 1900.” This is the 33d yearly volume 
of this fine piece of bibliographical work. 
The year brought 4340 new publications, of 
which 2598 were German, 551 French, 585 
English, 285 Italian, 122 from the Nether- 
lands, 117 Scandanavian, and 82 Spanish. 


Stupents of New York history will be glad 
to know that a classed bibliography of New 
York colonial history of 229 pages, with an 
alphabetic index of 43 pages, has just been 
issued as bulletin 24 in the bibliography se- 
ries of the New York State Library, and will 
be mailed to any address for 35 c. Most of 
the books and articles cited are in the state 
library, and, as in all the lists of this series, 
the library call number is given for every 
work in the New York state collection. A 
reference list showing the resources of the 
New York State Library on Connecticut lo- 
cal history similar to bibliography 24 was 
published in December, 1900, as bibliography 
23, at 15 c. It is expected that a list show- 
ing what is available on Maine local history, 
both in the New York state and Bowdoin 
College libraries will be ready in June. As 
these historical bibliographies contain much 
family history, they are a great help to the 
growing number of genealogists. Bibliog- 
raphy bulletin 25 (price 15 c.) is a similarly 
classed and indexed list of about 90 pages on 
China and the far East. It will be ready 
about April 1, and will be of much service to 
those interested in the present history and 
future of the world’s oldest empire. The 
compiler of the bibliography, Miss Margaret 
Windeyer, a graduate of the New York State 
Library School, class of 1899, is herself a 
native and till recently a resident of the far 
eastern city of Sydney, Australia, and a 
daughter of Sir William Charles Windeyer, 
late chief judge of the supreme court of New 
South Wales.
